37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that it would not have been obvious to have 
employed the superabsorbent of Assarson in the material of Dodge because Dodge teaches using a slow absorbing 
rather than a fast absorbing superabsorbent material. The examiner stated that the rejection did not require the 
superabsorbent of Assarson to be incorporated into Dodge but rather to incorporate the use of binder fibers as taught 
by Dodge into the absorbent core of Assarson in order to further strengthen it. Applicant pointed to the data found on 
page 19 of the specifcation as showing that it has been unexpectedly found that using the coated superabsorbents in 
combination with pulp and binder produces a strong but unexpectedly flexible product compared to the same product 
which used an uncoated superabsorbent. The examiner indicated that this unexpected benefit was not taught by any 
of the references. The examiner indicated that such arguments might be persuasive depending on whether suficient 
evidence which is commensurate in scope with the claims is presented. No agreement was reached regarding 
patentability at this time.. 
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
